E s ist meines Erachtens an der Zeit, dasz wir uns mit obiger Frage auf’s neue aus- 

einandersetzen und eine klare Antwort darauf geben. 

Es gab auch in den Tagen eines Paulus Leute, die vom ungefaerbtem Glauben ab- 
geirrt waren und nun sich mit unnuetzem Geschwaetz beschaeftigten. Hierzu ge- 
hoerten Fabeln, Geschlechtsregister und Fragen, die niemanden im Glauben besser- 
ten. Dabei wurde dem Worte Gottes Gewalt angetan. Nicht sie beugten sich unter 
Gottes Wort, sondern dasselbe wurde von ihnen nach ihrem Willen und Verstehen 
gedeutet. Somit warfen sie sich zu Meistern der Schrift auf. 

In der neuzeitlichen Theologie wimmelt es wieder von diesen Klassen von Men- 
schen. Der eine behauptet, die Bibel sei wohl Gottes Wort, aber Gott sei souve- 
raen und an sein Wort nicht gebunden, weshalb es auch immer wieder geschehen 
koenne, dasz der Herr auch ueber die Bibel hinaus den Menschen ganz neue Offen- 
barungen gebe oder von ihnen etwas verlange, das in der Schrift nicht begruendet 
ist. Der andere glaubt, die Aufgabe zu haben, das Evangelium zu enthmythologie- 
ren, d.h. es zu befreien von dem Erdichteten, womit Menschen es “verdunkelt” ha¬ 
ben. Dabei musz man dann eben auch behaupten, dasz die Inspiration nicht den 
Wortlaut, sondern nur den Geist der Bibel betrifft, daher sich auch die vielen 
“menschlichen Fehler” erklaeren, die das Evangelium verdecken. Noch andere phi- 
losophieren: “Gott ist Liebe! In der Ewigkeit soil ungetruebte Seligkeit unser Teil 
sein. Wie kann man solche Tatsachen mit der Moeglichkeit einer ewigen Verdam- 
nis im Einklang bringen?” So kommt’s zur Allversoehnungslehre. So koennte man 
fast bis in’s Endlose fortfahren. 

Demgegenueber stellt Paulus sich vor als einen Arbeiter, der das Wort Gottes 
nicht faelscht. Fuer ihn ist “alle Schrift von Gott eingegeben.” Lauter, d h. ehr- 
lich, keusch, redet er dieses Wort “als aus Gott.” Das Wort ist in seinen Augen solch 
ueberirdischen Characters, dasz er zum Reden der Gnade und Kraft Gottes bedarf. 
Wenn er’s redet, so redet er’s “vor Gott,” im heiligen Bewusztsein seiner groszen 
Verantwortung. Wie sollte er es da wagen, etwas an dem Worte aendern zu wollen 
und es zu meistern. In seiner menschlichen Ohnmacht weisz er, es geschehen Fehler 
auch beim Reden des Wortes. “Unser Wissen ist Stueckwerk!” Daher redet er “in 
Christo.” Gedeckt von seiner Gnade, eingehuellt in sein Verdienst, so tritt er auf 
— ein demuetiger Bote des Evangeliums. 

Wie traurig, wenn man glaubt, man sei nur dann Theologe, wenn man kritisch 
an die Bibel hinantritt. Nie laeszt sich das Wort Gottes meistern. Wer das ver- 
sucht, verliert darueber sein gutes Gewissen und den ungefaerbten Glauben. 

Gleich einem Paulus wollen wir, soil auch unser liebes College, ein demuetiger 
Bote, Dolmetscher, des teuren Wortes Gottes sein und bleiben.

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THE COLLEGE A CAPPELLA CHOIR 


rTHIS small aggregation of only twenty- 
four voices is our newest and latest 
choral group in the college. Since its pur¬ 
pose for the college is to serve to a certain 
extent as a deputational function, it will 
readily be understoood why only a small 
number of singers are involved. On the 
other hand, the musical requirements for 
an a cappella choir are such that a rela¬ 
tively small number of singers becomes a 
more flexible instrument in the wide and 
varied range of unaccompanied choral 
music that is available. 

Originally, the term a cappella meant 
“church choir,”—to-day, it refers largely 
to a method or style of singing. Since the 
earliest known church choirs sang entirely 
without instrumental accompaniment, our 
modern understanding of this term there¬ 
fore generally implies singing in the style 
of these early Christian churches. In the 
history of music, singing in the churches 
reached its highest level of inspiration 
through the sole use of the human voice 
as an instrument in extolling the merits 
and praise of our Lord God. 

Perhaps the most striking characteristic 


of any good a cappella singing is an utter 
simplicity of expression that goes directly 
to the heart without lingering too long 
with secondary by-products of aesthetic 
delights. To achieve this “utter simplicity” 
of expression requires the utmost in musi¬ 
cal training. In the future we hope to have 
an a cappella chorus with uniform abiilties 
in voice study and general musicianship. 

In the final analysis our college a 
cappella choir is the finest medium to pre¬ 
sent and perhaps to revive the hundreds of 
beloved old songs so often designated to us 
by that single German word, “Kernlieder.” 
It requires more musical understanding 
and knowledge of the art to sing our simple 
“Kernlieder” than generally “meets the 
ear.” And the secret of singing them suc¬ 
cessfully to the edification of God’s child¬ 
ren everywhere is summed up best by a 
statement which may be attributed to our 
beloved Dr. A. H. Unruh: “Im Singen muss 
die Kunst mit dem Sinn verbunden wer- 
den.”

T^HRIST’S challenge to his disciples, “Go 
ye into all the world and preach the 
Gospel to every creature,” still stands to¬ 
day as a clarion call to the service for the 
King.

A CCORDING to the student constitution 
the Recreation Committee is obliged 
to promote and to provide for the develop¬ 
ment of the social life of the College in a 
truly spiritual atmosphere.

Then by our various prayer meetings our 
spiritual life is grounded in the Lord Jesus Christ and His Redemptive 
and High Priestly work, and we are spurned on to do service for Him. 
With the many who are already on the fields, for whom we are interceding, 
we would say, “The Lord has done great things for us; whereof we are 
glad.”
